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The  41st  Annual  Report  ot  the  Committee  ot  Management 

Year  ending  31st  December,  1927. 


The  Committee  of  Management  submit  their  Forty-First 
Annual  Report  and  Statement  'of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1927. 

The  visit  of  Ilis  Royal  Highness  The  Prince  of  Wales  on  the 
30th  June,  1927  was  an  eventful  day  in  the  history  of  Workington 
and  the  Committee  thought  it  an  opportune  time  to  try  and  raise 
funds  for  the  Building  Extension  Account,  and  upwards  of  £600 
was  raised  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Fund.  The  Committee 
wish  to  thank  Mr  R.  P.  Seymour,  Mrs  J.  D.  Wilson,  the  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Park  Putting  Green,  Mr.  J.  Richardson  and  the  Staff  at 
the  Hippodrome,  also  the  helpers  on  the  Flag  Day,  for  their  gratu¬ 
itous  services,  and  all  those  who  gave  and  assisted  by  their 
generosity  to  increase  this  Fund. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  extension  of 
the  Infirmary  is  urgently  needed  to  cope  with  the  ever  increasing 
demand  upon  its  resources.  They  are  fully  aware  of  the  difficulties 
of  making  an  appeal  of  this  nature  at  the  present  time  owing  to 
the  depression  in  trade,  but  they  feel  that  as  in  the  past  the  public 
will  generously  support  them  in  this  effort. 

During  the  year  the  late  Mr.  J.  R.  Mason,  of  Washington 
Street,  Workington,  left  a  legacy  of  £50  free  of  duty  which  has 
been  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  greatest  credit  is  due  to  the  members  of  the  Special 
Collecting  Committee  for  the  substantial  increase  in  the  amount 
collected  for  this  year,  showing  their  untiring  energy  and  interest, 
and  a  sum  of  £400  has  been  paid  into  the  Funds. 

A  collection  of  silver  paper  and  tinfoil  has  been  started  by  the 
Infirmaiy  Staff  towards  our  funds  and  any  contributions  to  this 
will  be  thankfully  received  or  called  for  on  receipt  of  a  postcard  to 
the  Matron. 

The  Committee  thank  once  again  Subscribers  and  Donors,  the 
Medical  Practitioners  of  Workington,  and  the  Auditors,  for  their 
valuable  and  gratuitous  services  and  all  who  have  helped  and  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  success  of  the  Infirmary  during  the  year.

No  building  works  of  any  importance  have  been  carried  out 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  all  urgent  and  necessary  repairs 
have  been  carried  out  in  an  economical  and  efficient  manner  and 
the  whole  Infirmary  has  been  maintained  in  a  thorough  and 
efficient  state  of  repair. 

I  would  very  strongly  recommend  that  Electric  Power  be 
installed  throughout  the  Operation  Theatre  and  thereby  dispense 
entirely  with  the  use  of  Gas,  which  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  apart 
from  being  very  objectional. 

The  whole  of  the  Sewerage,  Drainage,  Water  Supply, 
Electric  Supply,  Heating,  etc.,  have  been  maintained  in  an  efficient 
state  throughout  the  year.
